upon De Witt again. 
The Incident aroused In him a 
stronger resolve to shake the dust 
of Malopo from his feet.

While the price per dozen of eggs 
in Missouri in April was 3.4 cents 
below the price received last year 
and 3.02 cents below the six year 
average for the month of April, 
eggs continued to pay a profit in 
April, 1924. 
Two hundred and thirty demon­ 
stration farm flocks with an aver­ 
age number of 172 hens to the farm 
produced on the average 17.35 eggs 
during the month of April with a 
feed cost of nine cents adorzen. 
W ith a feed cost of nine cents a 
dozen the eggs can still be produc­ 
ed at sixteen cents a dozen with a 
slight margin 
of 
profit 
provided 
they are produced under conditions 
equal to those found on the demon­ 
stration 
farm 
flock 
farms. 
It 
should be kept in mind that these 
farmers use good practices. 
The 
number referred to above includes 
twenty Pettis county flocks. 
With 
a 
narrowing 
margin 
of 
profit it should be kept in mind 
that a high average number of hens 
must be obtained. 
This is possible 
only where rigid culling methods 
are used and liberal egg producing 
rations provided. There are enough 
unprofitable hens in farm flocks in 
Missouri to make a surplus in egg 
production. 
Beginning 
in 
July 
these hens should be gradually eli­ 
minated, thereby cutting down the 
expense of the flock and raising the 
average production per bird. 
Intelligent culling is the answer 
to over production in poultry pro­ 
ducts.

Oatmeal Drink.—Take one-quar­ 
ter of a pound of oatmeal, one cup­ 
ful of sugar and the strained juice 
of two lemons.

ful of boiling water to the oatmeal, 
mix with the other ingredients and 
pour into a gallon of boiling water, 
stir well, put through a sieve and 
chill before serving. 
Tea Punch.—Prepare four cup­ 
fuls of strong tea, let it cool, then 
add one pineapple cut into bits, one 
pound of cooked cherries, the juice 
of six lemons, one cupful of sugar. 
Stir until the sugar is dissolved, add 
one quart of carbonated water, a 
pint at a time. 
Serve with a sprig 
of mint and chopped Ice. 
Chocolate Sirup.—This will keep 
until used If kept In the Ice chest. 
Take three squares of chocolate, 
one ounce of cocoa, one and one- 
lialf pounds of sugar, a pint of wa­ 
ter and one and one-half teaspoon­ 
fuls of vanilla. 
Boil the cocoa in 
one-half cupful of water In a dou­ 
ble boiler, gTate the chocolate and 
mix with one-third measure of su­ 
gar; add this to the cocoa after 
cooking ten minutes, stir constant­ 
ly, adding the remainder of the su­ 
gar and cook ten minutes. Remove 
from the fire, strain and cool and 
add the vanilla. Add a tablespoon­ 
ful of the sirup to cold milk or ice 
w ater; top with 
a 
spoonful 
of 
whipped cream or a marshmallow. 
Fruit Punch.—Boil together for 
ten minutes three cupfuls of sugar 
two cupfuls of water, with the rind 
of 
one 
lemon 
and 
one orange. 
Strain and while hot, add one glass 
of currant jelly. 
Set on ice and 
when ready to serve add the Juice 
of nine lemons, five oranges, one 
cupful each of cherries and shred­ 
ded pineapple. 
Pour into a punch 
bowl, add Ice and water, adding a 
pint of charged water at a time to 
give It sparkle. 
Iced Tea.—Take a large bowl of 
chipped ice and pour over a pint 
or 
more 
of 
freshly-brewed 
tea. 
Shake until chilled; add more ice 
and serve in tall glasses with lemon 
and sugar.

RHUBARB IS IN SEASON

I D HUBARB, or pie plant. Is so 
commonly grown everywhere 
that it hardly needs any comment. 
It is especially good for us in the 
springtime and form s a fine base 
to combine with strawberries, rasp­ 
berries and other mild fruits when 
canning time comes. 
To can two 
quarts of rhubarb with one quart 
of berries use sugar as usu al; If 
It is liked rich, plenty of sugar; the 
fruit will be hard to tell from the 
entire berries when canned, as the 
rhubarb lias a way of being swal­ 
lowed up In the ilavor of the more 
delicate fruit. 
As canned, or conserve, or pre­ 
serves, the two combine equally 
well. 
Those who enjoy greens tell us 
that the addition of a few leaves of 
rhubarb adds much to the kettle of 
spinach 
or 
m ustard 
and 
beet 
greens. 
Rhubarb 
Conserve.—Take 
two 
pounds each of sugar and rhubarb, 
two oranges, one lemon, one-half 
a box of raisins—the seedless va­ 
riety—one small pineapple and a 
cupful or two of nut meats. 
Cut 
up the rhubarb, add tlie sugar and 
set It away o v er night, 
(hit the 
orange and lemon into bits, ex­ 
cluding the seeds; cook with the 
raisins and rhubarb until thick; add 
the nuts Just before 
taking 
off. 
Pour into glasses and seal when 
cold with paraffin. 
Rhubarb Pie.—Cut the rhubarb 
Into small pieces; do not peel, if 
tender, as the beautiful color lies 
in the skin. 
Fill the lined pie tin 
with the fru it; add a tablespoonful 
of flour, well mixed with one-half 
cupful or more of su g ar; add hits 
of butter and a grating of nutmeg 
or the juice of an orange and a bit 
of the rind, If liked. 
Cover with 
top crust and bake in a moderate 
oven. 
Served as a sauce for a supper 
or luncheon dish, stewed rhubarb is 
most tasty. 
Add the sugar when 
the fruit is cooked, as It takes less 
to sweeten.
